MEASURE VERY DRASTIC 
DESPITE THE CHANGE 


Under One Provision a 

» Man May Be Convicted 
and Fined If He Wears 
Watch Fob Bearing Pic- 
ture of Beer Keg. 


Washington, June 24.—A man’s 
right to store liquor in his home 
for the dry period after July 1 
stood up today against an attack on, 
that provision of the prohibition en- 
forcement bill before the house ju- 
diciary committee. 

Near the end of an all-day ses- 
sion the committee voted down an 
amendment which would have made 
it unlawful for a citizen to have 
liquor in his possession; struck out 
a section which would have pre- 
vented “use” by a citizen of liquor 
in his private dwelling, and decided 
that in the matter of general en- 

~ forcement there would be no dif- 
ference between war-time and con- 
etitutional prohibition. 
- Provisions Very Drastic. 

Even with this and other changes, 
the bill as it will be reported out 
tomorrow or Thursday is considered 
as all-embracing. So drastic are its 
provisions, members of the com- 
mittee said, that, while a man may 
put a keg of beer in his cellar, he 
may be convicted and fined if, for 
instance, he wears a watch fob on 
which there is a picture of the keg 
as an advertisement. 

In a general consideration of the 
measure the committee made a 
number of minor changes, but the 
principal fight was over the ques- 
tion of the right of home storage 
for personal usé. Representative 
Morgan, republican, of Oklahoma, en- 
deavored to have stricken out the 

~ section reading that “it shall not 
be unlawful to possess liquor in 
one’s private dwelling while the 
same is occupied and used by him 
only as his dwelling.” 

Ardent prohibitionists on the com- 
mittee voted against the Morgan! 
proposal for the reason, they said, 

* - that nothing was to be gained by 
enacting a law so drastic as to 


arouse the hostility of people wno 
rejoiced that the day of the saloon 
had ended. Prohibition members 
~ supported an amendment eliminat- 
ing the proviso that the liquor must 
be obtained and pimced in storage 
prior to date the act would become ef- 
fective. As amended the section 
reads: “That such liquor need not 
be. reported, provided the burden of 
showing that possession is legal is 
upon the possessor.” 
Fight for Home Storage. 


Representative Gard, democrat, of 
Ohio, led the fight to strike from 
the bill the word “use” as applied 
to the right of home consumption. 
His motion to amend also included 
the striking out of the words “give 
away,” “receive” and “possess,” but 
the committee insisted that these 
should stand. It was said there 

* was no particular fight on Mr. 
Gard’s proposal, and as amendeé the 
section stands: 

“That no person shall on or after 
the date when the 18th amendment 
io 6 the constitution of the United 
States goes into effect, nor while 
the war prohibition act shall be 
in force, manufacture, sell, barter, 
give away, transport, import, export, 
deliver, furnish, receive or possess 
any intoxicating liquor except as 
authorized in this act, and all tne 
provisions of this act shall be liter- 
ally construed to the end that in- 
toxicating liquor as a beverage may 
be prohibited. Liquor for non-bev- 
erage purposes and wine for sacra- 
mental purposes may be purchased, 
aold, transported and used as herein 
provided.” 

Every person legally permitted 
to have liquor is required to report 
to the proper authorities within ten 
days after the passage of the act, 
and possession after that date by 
any person not legally permitted 
under this title to possess liquors” 
shall be regarded as evidence that 

*it is kept for purposes of sale. 
This, however, does not apply to 
home stocks.

IRISH REPUBLIC 
0 FLOAT BONDS 


President De Valera Tells 
of Plans for His Coun- 
try—Ambassadors to Be 
Sent to Various Nations. 


New York, June 24.—The Irish re- 
public proposes to issue bonds to 
the amount of one million pounds 
sterling, President Eamonn de Val- 
era announced here tonight. The 
minister of finance is preparing a 
prospectus which will be issued 
soon, he said. Half the issue will be 
offered to the public for immediate 
subscriptions, 250,000 pounds’ in Ire- 
land and 250,000 pounds abroad. The 
bonds will be of denominations “to 
meet the needs of small investors.” 

“In order to obtain for our own 
de jure government and for the 
Irish republic which the Irish peo- 
ple have willed to set up the neces- 
sary recognition,” Mr. de Valera 
said. “We shall send at once cur 
accredited representatives to Paris 
to the peace conference and to the 
league of nations. We shall give them 
all necessary authority and that they 


may proceed there in a manner befit- 
ting theircharacter as the representa- 
tives of a nation we shall apply for 
the necessary safe conduct to en- 
able them to pass through the naval 
and military cordons with which the 
power in occupation of our country 
has surrounded us. 
To Send Ambassadors. 

“We shall send also to other coun- 
tries a number of duly accredited 
ambassadors and consuls to see that 
the position of Ireland is understood 
as it truly is, and not as English 
propaganda would represent it, and 
in general to see that the interests 
of Ireland in these countries are in 
no way neglected. We shall thus 
resume that intercourse with other 
people which befits us as a separate 
nation, that intercourse which it has 
been the chief aim of English state- 
craft to cut off, and which indeed 
English power has succeeded in cut- 
ting off for over a century. 

“At the present time of general 
world reconstruction it is most im- 
portant that the material interests 
of the country at home be also look- 
ed after, and by Irishmen. It will 
be the duty of our ministry to se-, 
cure the co-operation and to co- 
ordinate the activities of the vari- 
ola bodies which have taken yolun- 
tarily on themselves the safeguard- 


ing and advancement of thesé In- 
teresta. Toward English legislation 
interfering with these interests we 
shall act in accordance witn the 
general principles I have already in- 


dicated, that is, we shall act as we} 


think best for the general good. 
To Offer All Resistance, 

“To measures such as the English 
ways and communications bill, de- 
signed as regards Ireland, to pre-

Cocchi Swears 
His Wife Killed 
Ruth Cruger 


He Presents to Italian 
Court and Jury Vivid 
Description of Killing of 
Girl in New York in 1917. 


Bologna, June 24.—Fighting for 
acquittal, Alfred Cocchi, charged 
with the murder of Ruth Cruger 
in New York in 1717, presented to 
the court and jury a vivid descrip- 
tion of the killing of the girl. He 
contended that his wife wags the 
guilty one. He explained that he 
had made his former confession for 
her protection, but declared that, 
now sire had abandoned him he 
would tell the truth. 

Cocchi stood in a large open space 
in Bologna’s ancient court room of 
assizes before the bench, demon- 
strating for judge and jury, by 
means of lawyers, clerks and desks, 
how the crime was committed. 

He walked from one end of the 
space to the other, showing with 
his hands the various places in his 
bicycle shop. Though extremely 
nervous, he poured out his account 
without the slightest hesitation, 
speaking fast throughout the entire 
length of the presentation of his 
ease, which lasted for forty-five 
minutes. 

Cocchi related the incident in his 
shop, and then came to the denial 
that he was guilty. He said: 

“I was talking to the signorina. 
My wife struck her on the back 
of the head with one of my tools. 
It was not I who struck the fatal 
blow; it was my wife. I hid the 
body to protect my wife.” 

To this, Signor Bagnoli, 
dent of the court, retorted: 

“But the American tribunals have 
excnerated your wife and found her 
innocent.” 

Cocchi answered: “It is impos- 
sible for any one to call her inno- 
cent. Nobody could have an opin- 
ion on the affair v -.s he were 
there to see it.” 

The president then declared that 
Cocchi had not been moved by altru- 
istic motives in his actions, and 
said: 

“Cocchi, if you wanted to do the 
right thing you would have protect- 
ed the children who bear your name. 
You were their bread-winner. If 
your wife was guilty you might 
have let her euffer, and protected 
your children.” |

With the organization of both 
branches of the general asssembly 
practically settled in advance, spec- 
ulation yesterday in political circles 
about Atlanta hotel lobbies mainly 
centered in the chairmanships of the 
big committees. 

When the bodies are called to- 
gether this morning at 10 » O'clock 
by the elerk of the house and the 
secretary of the senate, respective- 
ly, John N. Holder, of Jackson 
county, will be put in nomination 
for re-election as speaker of the 
house by Representative Robert 
Toombs, of Clarke county, the 
same man who nominated him two 
years ago, when he was elected 
speaker for the third time. 

In the senate, Sam L. Olive, of 
Augusta, who presided over the last 
senate, will be put in nomination. 


Sition was not quite settled last 
hight, but it was the general con- 
sensus among the political wise- 
acres that there would be none. 
While Judge J. J. Flynt, of Griffin, 
has been freely spoken of as a can- 
didate, he has made no active can- 
vassfor the place, and there was 
grave doubt last night as to 
whether he would allow his name 
to be placed before the body. 
MecClatchey to Be Re-elected. 
D. F. MeClatchey will be re-elect- 
ed secretary of the senate without 
opposition, and it was the general 
opinion that E. Bismark Moore 
wil be re-elected clérk of the 
house, although he has opposition. 
As to the leading house commit- 
teeships, it was thought exceedingly 
probable last night that George H. 
Carswell, of Wikinson, will be 
chairman of the committee on appro- 
priations. Mr. Carswell was chair- 
man of the finance committée of the 


last senate, and is a member of the 
budget commission which has been 


holding daily sessions in thé gov- 
ernor’s office for the past several 
days perfecting a budget bill. It is 
anticipated that the budget Dill 
will be presented as a companion 
measure to the general appropria- 


tion bill. 
As chairman of the ways and 


means committee, one of the most 
important appointments in the gift 
of the speaker, Zach Arnold, of Clay, 
is the favorite among political fore- 
casters. Mr. Arnold has had the 
advantage of several consecutive 
terms’ of legislative experience, and 
is a member of the tax commission 
appointed by the last general as- 
sembly to revise the tax laws of 
the state. He is considered an ex- 
pert on matters of taxation, and his 


appointment as chairman of ways 
and means would undoubtedly give 
general satisfaction. 


Smith to Get Big Post. 


John Y. Smith, of Fulton county, 
it is understood, is scheduled for 
the chairmanship of general judici- 
ary No. 1. In addition to having 
served several terms as a member 
of the house from this county, Mr. 
is known as one ef the 
ablest lawyers in the house, and is 
eminently qualified, so his friends 
think, for the chairmanship of the 
first general judiciary committee. 

The only other chairmanship 
which has been practically fixed is 
that of the committee on banks and 
banking. This will be tendered to 

. H. Lasseter, of Dooly county, 
who was also a member of the last 
house and who is an expert on mat- 
ters pertaining to banks and éi- 
nance. 

There was nothing definite last 
night about the other house chair- 
manships, but it was generally re- 
ported that Cecil Neill, of Muscogee, 
and Lucius Stubbs, of Lureans, both 
of whom are leaders in the last 
house, would land good committee 
assignments, one of them probably 
getting the chairmanship of the 
committee on constitutional amend- 
ments and the other the vice chair- 
manship of the committee on rules 
which is the steering committee of 
the house. 

In the senate it was impossible 
to get an exact line on any of the 
committee chairmanships, as Presi- 
dent Olive could not make definite 
his appointments and notify’ the 
appointees until his election was as- 
sured. It can be said, however, that 
the leaders of this senat: who will 
be in line for the best positions 
are Senator Josiah Blasinzame, of 
the Twenty-eighth: Judge T. H. Par- 
ker, of the Forty-seventh; Senator 
H. H. Elders, of the Second Senator 
J. S&S. Shingler, of the Tenth, and 
Senator James A. Dixon, of ths Sev- 
enteenth. All of these gentlemen 
have had previous legislative expe- 
rience with the exception of Senator 
Dixon. 


Capito] Remeval. 


Capitol removal loomed up again 
Tuesday as an issue in the present 
general assembly. It is quite cer- 
tain that measures will early be 
introduced into both bodies looking 
to the removal of the st-te capitol 
to Macon, and the Macon men in 
the legislature appeared to be quite 
enthusiastic over the prospects of 
the success of the movement. As 
the measure will require a two- 
thirds vote. however, it is quite 
certain that the opposition will be 
most formidable. The removal 
fight will be led by Ben J. Fowler, 
of Bibb county.

What Did Bauer Cabinet 
Mean in Saying German 
People Are Unable to 


External Action” ? 


GERMANS ARE SIGNING 
WITH FINGERS CROSSED 


Believed in Washington 
That They Have No In- 
tention of Complying 
With the Terms of the 
Treaty.

Washington, June 24.— Three 
cryptic words in the German official 
note accepting the treaty of peace 
have caused Washington no little 
uneasiness today. 

What did the Bauer cabinet mean 
when it said the German people have 
no means of defending themselves 
“by external action?’ 

Government officials who took 
time to study the careful phraseol- 
ogy of the German note frankly in- 
terpreted this particular phrase to 
mean that. Germany feels she will 
still be able to defend herse!f by 
internal action. In other words, 
Germany feels at liberty to refuse 
compliance with the terms of the 
treaty after it is signed. 

Declaration of Defiance. 

The words “by external M8 
were not used carelessly in the Ger- 
man note. They were part of the 
brief, but significant, paragraph—a 
declaration of defiance—which read: 

“No act of violence can touch the 
honor of the German people. The 
German people, after frightful suf- 
| ferings in these last years, have no 
means of defending themselves by 
external action.” 

If the German government had in- 
tended the world to believe they 
would humbly carry out all of the 
provisions of the treaty whose ac- 
ceptance was “wrested” from tf em, 
it would have sufficed to have said 
“the German people have no means 
of defending themselves.” 

But the lack of defense was quali- 
fied. . For what purpose? The 
question is puzzling Washington to- 
night. Every one knows Germany

WHEAT DIRECTOR 
GETS MORE POWER 


Wilson Signs Proclama- 
tion Extending Author- 
ity of Barnes Over All 
Persons Dealing in 
Wheat and Products. 


New York, June 24.— Julius 
Barnes, United States wheat di- 
rector, announced tonight that Pres- 
ident Wilson has signed a procla- 
mation putting under license of the 
wheat director persons, firms, cor- 
porations and associations dealing 
in wheat, wheat flour or baking 
products manufactured either whol- 
ly or partly from wheat flour. The 
only exceptions are farmers and 
small brokers, 

The proclamation, which goes in- 
to effect July 15, applies to the 
“business of storing or distributing 
wheat, or manufacturing, storing or 
distributing wheat flour,” as well 
as to the manufacture of bread or 
other bakers’ products either whol- 
ly or partly, from wheat flour. The 
exceptions are listed as follows: 

“(A) Bakers and manufacturers 
of bakery products whose consump- 
tion of flour in the manufacture of 
such products is, in the aggregate, 
less than fifty barrels per month. 

“(B) Retailers and farmers or co- 
Operative associations of farmers or 


other persons with respect to the 
products of any farm or other land 
owned, leased or cultivated by 
them.” 

Common carriers are required to 

secure on or before July 15 a license 
from Mr. Barnes “in such form, un- 
der such conditions and under such 
rules and regulations governing the 
conduct of the business as he may 
from time to time prescribe.” 
; Blank forms to be used in apply- 
ing for such licenses may be ob- 
tained from the zone agents of the 
grain corporation in Baltimore, Chi- 
cago, Galveston, Minneapolis, Kan- 
sas City, Mo., New Orleans, Omaha, 
Philadelphia, Portland Ore. St. Louis, 
San Francisco, Buffalo and Duluth. 
After the applications have been 
filled out they must be sent to the 
wheat director, division of licenses, 
Washington. 

The proclamation states that “any 
person, firm, corporation or asso- 
ciation other than those herein be- 
fore excepted, who ghall engage in 
or carry on any business above 
specified after July 15 without first 
securing such licenses. or shall 
carry on any such business while 
such license is suspened or after 
such license is revoked, will be li- 
en gg the penalties prescribed by

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fords FEAR SERIOUS 


GOAL SHORTAGE 


Fuel Administration Ad- 
vises Immediate Buying 
for Coming Winter—De- 
pleted Labor and Trans- 
portation Causes.

Washington, June 24.—There is a 
serious 


coal shortage anticipated 


for next winter, and the fuel ad- 
ministration is sounding the note of 
warning today. The “buy now” ad- 
vice is based on information recefy- 
ad from the geological survey with 
regard to general coal conditions. 

The administration says that at 
no time this year has the rate of 
production approached the required 
tonnage. It points out that the ten- 
dency on the part of buyers to hold 
off production is limiting produc- 
tion. Mines, it adds, cannot store 
coal at the point of production, and 
when the rush of orders for the 
winter's needs come next fall “there 
is grave danger that the mines, with 
depleted labor and forces and the 
probability of less adequate trans- 
portation, will be unable to meet 
the demands.” 

Mines are producing coal now at 
the rate of from 8,000,000 to 8,500,- 
000 tons a week. An average out- 
put of 10,700,000 tons a week must 
be maintained from June 1 to Janu- 
ary 1 next if the country’s estimated 
needs of 500,000,000 tons this year 
are to be met. Also present wage 
agreements expire between the op- 
erators and miners with the procla- 
mation of peace by the president. 
Suspension of mining operations 
during new wage-price negotiations, 
should this occur in the _ fall, 
‘would cause a panic among buyers 
and consumers of coal.” 

“There is no use in gambling 
upon this or any other contingen- 
cy,” asserts the fuel administration. 
“The firm or individual who wants 
to be sure of an adequate coal sup- 
ply next winter can be certain by 
buying coal now.” 

Coal Operators Fear Shortage. 

Knoxville, Tenn., June 24.—Secre- 
tary J. D. A. Morrow, of the Na- 
tional Coal association, in confer- 
ence here with coal operators of 
Tennessee and Kentucky, said that 
the nation‘s coal production up to 
the present time for this year was 
not above that of 1910, and that the 
United States is far greater indus- 
trially now than it was then. “Un- 
less we have an increase in coal 
production during the rest of the 
summer a lot of people will want 


coal and won't get it.” 


“The National Coal association 


‘will not attempt to say thet prices 


will go higher or do anything fur- 
ther than to throw out the warning 
to all to buy. ‘There is already a 
shortage of cars. Coal is already 
selling at from $4 to $4.50 in some

Some of the seals supplied by the 
delegates are merely monograms, 
unadorned, in striking contrast te 
the elaborate coats-of-arms sup- 
plied by Premier Paderewski, of Po- 
land, and other Buropean officials. 
The French treaty experts regard 
the Chinese and Japanese seals as 
the most artistic. These are chiefly 
the names of the delegates in Ori- 
ental letters, and are adorned with 
flowers and quaint figures. 

The expectation was that strictly 
personal seals would be used, but 
like President Wilson, M. Vander- 
velde, representing Belgium, is 
using an official seal—the Belgian 
coat-of-arms, encircled by the 
words, “Minister of Justice.” 

The German delegates will sign 
after the allies.

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SECULAR EDUCATION 


St. Louis, June 24.—The secuinr 
system of education in the Unitea 
States was denounced as “pattern- 
ing after the German idea,” an@ as 
“materialistic.” by speakers at the 
Catholic Educational association, in 
annual convention here todav. 

The Right Rev. Thomas J. Shahan, 
president of the Catholic university 
at Washington and president of the 
association, declared that the prées- 
ent-day education resulted from 
modern materialistic philosophy and 
that such philosophical systems had 
brought “Europe into ruin and mis- 
ery from which it would not recover 
for centuries.” 

“Tt is the Christian moral exam- 
pie,” he declared, ‘tthe Catholic ed- 
ucation and spirituality that must 
be relied upon to counteract the 
effects of this philosophy.” 

In a paper written by Cardinal 
William O’Connell it was declared 
that staté.monopoly of cducation 
had made Prussia what it is today 
and attacked the constitutionality of 
a government-controlled system of 
education on the ground that relig- 
ious freedom is safeguarded to citi- 
zens of the United States. 

“In the matter of education, par- 
ticularly we are patterning after 
the German idea,” declared the car- 
dinal, “a program which is being 
marked out by American educators 
who have received their training in 
German universities. 

“Under our constitution religtous 
freedom is guaranteed all citizens 
and the government should not in- 
terfere in matters pertaining to re- 
ligious education. 

“The present tendency of central- 
ization in matters of government 
would enthrone the pagan idea that 
“the state is a god and for it the 
individual exists. 

“It is not under our constitution, 
as it was drawn up on the principle 
that the state {s the servant and 
not the master.” 

Archbishop John J. Glennon, of 
St. Louis, emphasized that religious 
education was the best method of 
building up a manhood to serve the 
country in the future, whether in 
peace or war, and surveyed the paris 
the Catholics played in the wear. 

“He is not a patriot,” Archbishop 
Glennon said, “who would declare 
that every school that teaches faith 
in Christ must be faithless to Amer- 
ica or that the one who denies the 
Supremacy or completeness of pure- 
ly secular training is an enemy of 
his country.”

Congestion in City 


Several suggestions, which, if 
carried out, will tend to lessen the 
heavy traffic of street cars on 
Peachtree and Broad streets have 
been made by Frank E. Hoffman, 
for many years dispatcher for the 
Georgia Railway and Power com- 
pany. 

In making these suggestions as to 
the re-routing of certain cars. Mr. 
Hoffman states that there is no 
more pleasure in riding a standing 
Street car than a standing automo- 
bile, and that the traffic is so con- 
gested through the center of the 
sity that it is possible to make bet- 
ter time by walking geross town 
than by riding on a strect car. 

To eliminate some traffic on 
Peachtree and Broad streets as far 
as Ellis street, states Mr. Hoffman, 
on going north from Five Points, 
turn into Ivy street via Edgewood 
avenue and Auburn avenue from 
Peachtree.

SETTLE CAPITOL LOCATION 
BY VOTE, ONCE AND FOR ALL 


“Even Those Opposed to Removal Are Anxious to See 
the Agitation Ended in the Only Way Pos- 
sible—By a Vote of the People.

ATLANTA, GA.—There will be 
introduced in the Georgia Legis- 
lature a bill to bring the “Cap- 
itol Removal” issue to a final 
conclusion by submitting the 
question to a vote of the people 
at the next general election, as 
is provided in an ordinance of 
— last constitutional conven- 

on. 

The measure has the support 
both of high officials of the state 
who are opposed to removal of 
the capitol from Atlanta and of 
those who are in favor of its re- 
moval. The purpose of the legis- 
lation is to bring to a definite 
conclusion an issue which has 
been growing over the state the 
past eight or ten years—to end 
it one way or the other, in the 
only way it can be definitely 
ended. 

Advocates of the measure to 
submit the question to the peo- 
ple for their verdict say that the 
support already backing the leg- 
islation in both branches is in 
excess of the required two-thirds 
vote in° each branch of the as- 
sembly, and that the bill will be 
passed and gotten out of the way 
of other big legislation some- 
what before the middle of the 
session. Some of the strongest 
men in the state against moving 
the capitol from Atlanta are 
backing the bill to submit it to 
the people, while some of the 
strongest men for its removal to 
Macon are, also, seeking to end 
the issue by popular vote. 


Atlanta, Ga.—The people of the 
state of Georgia will finally settle, 
one way or the other, at the next 
generai election, the capitol re- 
moval issue. 

It is to be definitely determined 
at that time whether the capitol is 
to remain in Atlanta and the neces- 
sary improvements and enlarg- 
ments are to be made here, or an 
adequate and fitting new capitol 
building and governor's mansion 
are to be provided in Macon, in the 
center of the state. 

The Georgia Legislature at this 
session will pass a bill, not as 4 
great many people have seemed to 
believe, to “move the capitol,” but 
to submit the question to a vote of 
the people for their determination. 

A canvass of the state, county by 
county, has just been completed 
and it is found that, generally 
speaking, the people and the states- 
men are of one mind on the subject; 
they are in accord with the opinion 
expressed by Governor Dorsey some 
months ago: That the continued 
unsettlement of the “capitol re- 
moval issue” has become 4 bar and 
handicap on the state’s business in 
more ways than one, and the time 
has come to “end the agitation” by 
putting it up to the people to ren- 
der a final verdict at the ballot box, 
and bring the thing to @ close. 

There are members of both houses who 
will support the measure this year to sub- 
mit ‘the issue to a vote of the people, and 
who, when it is submitted, will stand firm- 
ly in opposition to removal of the capitol 
from the city of Atlanta. Among them 
are some who will return to their homes and, 
in ‘the campaizn before the people on the 
direct issue, will seek to carry their county 
against it, but they frankly occupy the post- 
tion of desiring the issue brought to its 
final end at the earliest pogsible time, and 
admit their conviction that there is no 
other, as fell as no more proper or con- 
clusive, manner of ending it. 

Law Says Poople Must Vote. 

In no few localities in the state it has 
been found the belief exists that the location 
of the state capitol is fixed by the state 
constitution. In other localities—though 
these have been found to be but few—there 
4s entertained some idea that the state 
legislature has the authority to fix the 
location of the capitol, and has passed upon 
the question. Neither idea is correct. 

The sole authority for future determina- 
tion of the question of the eapitol, after 
the adoption of the convertion ordinance has 
been by a vote of the people of the state. 

In the light of these facts, -centlemen of 
both branches of the 1919-20 legislature, 
representing both factions—those desirous 
of placing ‘the capitol in the center of the 
state, and those opposed to any change from 
the present location——have announced them- 
selves in favor and support of the pro- 
vision made by the constitutional conven- 
tion last held. They recognize, as does the 
present atate adminftration, that the issue 
{is one which must be speedily brought to a 
conclusion, and they stand for making the 
required legal arrangements to reach that 
conclusion this year. 

State-wide political issues ordinarily £o 
directly to ‘the people, without any necessity 
for meeting legal technicality. This tssue, 
however, is not of the ordinary variety. 
Its final settlement can come through no 
other legal means than action on the part 
of the giate legislature submitting it to a 
popular yote. 

That government founded on the consent 
of those governed is the only firm and 
substantial kind. 

Why the Issue Needs to Be Settled. 

For ten yesrs there has been constantly 
growing an agitation for removal of the 
state capitol to a location nearer the center 
of Georgia. At the time of its origin it 
was treated lightly, and ten years ago was 
probably not an issue of state-wide im- 
portance. Development in that space of 
time of the wonderful wilderness = and 
wild land southern portion of Georria into 
the greatest farming, trucking and fruit 
growing section of the southeast added 
such impetus to the desire for central lo- 
cation of the state government that it at- 
tained the scope of a big and broad state 
fesue several years ago. Four years ago 
representatives of a majority of the coun- 
ties in the state committed themselves, not 
to a movement to remove the capital from 
Attanta to Macon, but to the proposition 
that this issue is of such size and im- 


portance it must be passed upon and de- 


termined by the voting population of Geor- 
gia as a whole. 

The magnitude which it has, or already 
had at that time, reached manifested itself 
several years ago in the Georgia legislature 
when efforts were made to make disposi- 
tion of the old and dilapidated house used 
since 1872 as a “governor's mansion,”” a 
piece of property acquired by the state from 
Mr. John H. James, of Atlanta, at a cost 
fm that day of $100,000 worth of 7 per cent 
Georgia bonds. ‘Capitol removal’’ prevent- 
ed action then on the ground that ‘“‘the 
people must settle the issue by vote first.” 
Subsequently, or about three years ago, 
efforts were made in the legislature to heve 
the state purchase from the Jackson estate 
,Feal estate in jortapestition to the present 


capita property, for the purpose of erect- 
ing an ennex building in order that the 
present building, then overflowing, might be 
relieved to some extent of the pressure upon 
its increasing inadequacy. That effort met 
the same fate. ‘‘Capitol removal’’  pre- 
vented action until the people should be 
allowed to vote on the issue. 

The effort to negotiate a sale of the 
present mansion property and purchase more 
suitable property upon which to erect a 
new mansion suffered the some experi- 
ence. They all have been blocked by the 
“capitol removal issue.’’ 

Must Have More Eoom. 

Nearly three years ago Governor Harris, 
on his own responsibility, and in order to 
make room in the state capitol for the new 
members of the state court of appeals rent- 
ed, in the name of the state, and at a very 
substantial rental—in three figures—a resi- 


dence building opposite the capitol in 
which to house the state military depart- 
ment. The congestion in the capitol had to 
be relieved and there was no other way to 
relieve it. At the time it was said this 
building would afford ample room for the 
military department and several committee 
rooms for the legislature. (By the way, 
there is no such thing in the present capitol 


as a legislative committee room of a 
kind. ) military establishment 
moved in it required, and is now using, the 
entire residence building. 

More recently, when the legislature cre- 
ated the state department of archives, and 
the time came. to classify and remove the 
records of the siate, it was found the de- 
partment had nowhere to go, and there has 
had to be erected in the lobby on the top 
floor of the building a series of stalls and 
shelves where these records ‘are stored in 
the open. 

In the past few months the unsanitary 
and congested condicion of the basement 
under the capitol became such that the state 
heaith department, which has been housed 
there for years, had to move. To provide 
a place for them Governor Dorsey, on his 
own responsibility, rented another residence 
building—the Jackson property which the 
legislature had ‘twice refused to buy—and 
that is wholly devoted to the use of this 
one department. 

A portion of the state agricultural de- 
partment has had to be transferred from 
the first floor into the basement of the 
capitol building because of lack of other 
accommodations and, when the state bu- 
reau of markets was created and offices 
were required, it became necessary to 
eliminate and tear out one of the toilets on 
the first floor, overhaul that space and 
a of it an office for the state direc- 
or. 

And still there is not one legislative com- 
mittee room in the entire building, nor 
sufficient room for the appelate courts, 
since in at least one instance a blind floor- 
ing has had to be run in half-way down 
from the ceiling in one of the rooms, in 
order to make it into two rooms. 

Why the Governor Says Settle It, 
These are the conditions at the capitol 

they stand today. 

At the mansion there is an even worse 
state of affairs. During the administration 
of Governor Harris, and his occupancy of 
the Inansion, its unsanitary and dilapidated 
condition caused him to make complaint to 
the legislature, and effort then was made 
to make other provisions, but the effort was 
stalled by ‘‘cajitol removal’ as an issue 
to be settled first. 

Last winter, during Governor Dorsey’s 
occupancy of the mansion—ue is still living 
there because the state provides nowhere 
else for him to live—physical and sanitary 
conditions at the mansion grew still werse. 
The plastering fell from the walls, the wa- 
ter pipes froze and burst; the house was 
uncomfortable and wholly unatisfactory. 

Toward the end of last year Governor 
Dorsey made the flat statement that the 
point was reached when ‘‘this capitol re- 
moval issue must be settled one way or the 
other.’’ He said, as he has since repeated, 
that it has become a handicap, and will re- 
main so until it is voted on by the people 
and gotten out of the way; that it is stand- 
ng in the way of development, repair and 
xpansion of the state’s properties to meet 
the actual pressing demands. 

While these are probably not hie exact 
wards, this is the subsiance of his comment 
on the situation at that time, and as it 
has been printed and repeated by him 
since: ‘It is an issne that must be brought 
to an end. It appears that it will keep 
coming up and getting in the way of every 
effort to do anything about the mansion or 
an annex to the capitol until the people 
have ended it. Therefore it ought to be 
submitted to the people as quickly as pos- 
sible; and if they are going to move the 
capitol to Macon, let’s know it and go 
ahead and build adequatte facilities down 
there. If they are not going to move it, 
then let them untie our hands and let’s £0 
seg and do the things that are necessary 
ere,’’ 

It is not by any means to be taken for 
granted, either, that the governor hasn’t 
a future interest in what the people of the 
staie do on that score, for in his conyersa- 
tion on the subject he has left no room 
for mistake as to his sentiment and inten- 
tion. He is an Atlantan and quite natural- 
ly is opposed to removal of the capitol from 
Atlanta; so much so that he has made it 
knowh when the vote on it comes he will 
go to the ballot box and reigster by his 
vote his desire that it remain here—but he 
has been sufficiently broad not to side-step 
the issue; he has been big enough to say 
clearly. that he wants to see it settled: 
settied now. 

Here Is What Is Needed, 

As an outline of what the future con- 
templates: There is to be a new man- 
sion somewhere in or near Atlanta, if the 
people vote that way. It will likely be 
somewhere in the Druid Hills, and will be 
a building comporting with the dignity of a 
governors mansion. There must be an an- 
nex building sufficiently large to house 
the entire department of agriculture and its 
sub-branches; the state board of health; the 
state military department: the state geo- 
logical department; the state department 
of archives, and possibly some of the other 
smalier departments. To provide that, prop- 
erty will have to be bought adjoining the 
present capitel, on the opposite side of 
the sireet, the buildings now thereon will 
have to be wrecked and a new structure 
must gO up. When this is done the pres- 
ent capitol needs and will have to bave 
no little rubbing up and repairing. 

These are the necessities. They are why 
the governor has taken the democratic view 
he hoids in respect to termination of the 
issue. 

Un the other hand, if the people vote 
te move the capitol to Macon, then pro- 
vision must be made down there, in a 
manner satisfactory to the people of the 
state, for the erection of a handsome Geor- 
gia marble state building sufficiently large 
to meet all those sugeitumanth the pres- 
ent capitol doesn’t meet now and for the 
future, and a suitable mansion for the 
governor will have to be provided. Those, 
however, are the things which the two fac- 
tions will have to present to the satisfac- 
tion of the people of the state when the 
question is submitted for a popular vote. 
It will be then that the comparative advan- 
tages to the state will have to be wh 
and the business trade with the people of 
Georgia will have to be made. 

In middie and north Georgia there are 
state officials who have been consulted, 
men familiar with the situation as it ex- 
ists and with the status of the state's 


property here and the hopelessness of im- 


proving it until there is a popular vote, 
who view the situation in the identical light 
as does the governor—that the issue must be 
settled and the handicap removed, one way 
or the. other, so that the state may move 
forward. 

Only One Legislative Point. 

In so fur as the state legislature is con- 
cerned there is but one point to be cov- 
ered: Is there an issue involved? 

The highest constituted body 
government has fixed the manner 
disposing of such an issue, 
constitutional convention said by by ordi- 
pane it must be settled by the people, 
if in future (after the sitting of that 
convention) the location of the capitol should 
be brought into issue. The convention did 
not say, nor can the state legislature eay, 
that the capitol must be moved, or must 
stay where it is. The people of Georgia 
are scle judges of that. hat they say 
at the next general election is the verdict 
under which the state must proceed. And 
then improvements and enlargements can go 
on, or a new building can be provided. , 

The meesure submitting it to the people 


is expected to pass threnugh the legislature 
before the middie of the session has been 
reached. 
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This Is 100,000 More Than 
House Allowed — Man- 
ner of Sale of War Ma- 
terials Is Criticised. 


Washington, June 24.—Without 
& record vote, the senate tonight 
adopted committee amen-— ts to 
the army appropriation bill, pro- 
viding for an average army of 400,- 
000 men for the year beginning 
July 1. The bill as Passed bv the 
house provided for an army of 300,- 
000, and Secrétary Baker had rec- 
ommended that the total be placed 
at 509,000 officers and men. 

Limit on Hare’s Salary. 

The senate, by a vote of 27 to 
22, adopted an amendment offered 
by Senator France, republican, of 
Maryland, and modified by Senator 
Reed, democrat, of Missouri, limit- 
ing the salary of C. W. Hare, di- 
rector of sales and in charge of 
the disposal of surplus war mate- 
rials, to $12,000. Mr. Hare now is 
being paid at the rat of $25,000 
a@ year. 

During the discussion Senators 
McKellar, democrat, of Tennessee, 
and Reed criticised the manner in 
which war materials were being 
disposed of by the government, and 
especially the surplus supply of 
meats, estimated to be worth $65.- 
000,000. Senator McKellar. called 
attention to a newspaper item 
which said that all bids for this 
meat had been rejected because 
they were too low, and charged 
that the packers are being espe- 
clally favored by the war depart- 
ment in the disposal of this meat. 
He asserted that Mr. Hare “is the 
only man in the United States that 
can be found who says that this 
meat must : ot be sold so that the 
people can get the benefit, but 
that it must be put on the market 
so that only the packers can 
get it.” 

“Did Mr. Hare make the restric- 
tion that it can only be sold in 
carload lots” asked Senator Len- 
root. 

Sale of Meat. 

Chairman Wadsworth said he did 
not know, but asser.2d that if this 
meat were sold in smaller quan, 
tities, or if the government were 
compelled to open stores for the 
purpose of retailing it, that a much 
larger appropriation would be re- 
quired. He said that applications 
for bids had been sent to 40,00¥ 
retail dealers and others by the 
war department. 

“TI cannot see,” he added, “that 
anybody is criminallv negligent in 
this matter. I don’t think that 
the secretary of war or the _ di- 
rector of sales can be particularly 
blamed for the public’s refusal to 
buy these eoods.” 

Senator Reed criticised the sale 
of $20,000,000 worth of airplanes 
for $2,000,000 by the war depart- 
ment and said he thourht some ex- 
planation of this matter should be 
made. While onposing any  at- 
tempt to break the market, he also 
favored the sale of surplus auto- 
mobiles by the war department to 
relieve the present ~hortage in pro- 
duction. 

The senate also accepted. the 
committee amendment authorizing 
the war department to turn over to 
the Red Cross medical and hespital 
supplies not needed L- the Ameri- 
can expeditionary forces for relief 
work in Europe.

Army Bill Amended to 
Authorize Purchase of 
Camp Sites — Lenroot 
Attacks the Camp Ben- 


ning Deal. 


By J. A. Hollomon. 

{By The Constitution’s Leased Wire.) 

Washington, June 24.—As antici- 
pated in these dispatches, the sen- 
ate today approved an amendment 
to the army appropriation bill 
which will permit the completion of 
Camp Benning, at Columbus, unless 
the item loses out in conference. In- 
dications now are that the Georgia 
camp will be saved. 

The f€upper chamber adopted an 
amendment of the senate military 


| committee to the army bill whic’ 


provides that-no limitation regard- ; 


ing the purchase of real estate 
shall apply to obligations already 
incurred -by the war department. 
As passed by the house, the army 
bill prohibited the purchase of real 
estate from any unexpended appro- 
priations of the war department 
and this would have held up va- 
rious purchases now in progress at 
the Columbus camp and elsewhere. 
The senate amendment prevents re- 
pudiation by the war department of 
obligations already made. 

The action of the senate followed 
a spirited debate in which the 
Camp Benning project wes assailed 
by Senators Lenroot, of Wisconsin; 
New, of Indiana, and Owen, of Okla- 
homa, and one or two other sena- 
tors. They alleged that the. secre- 
tary of war had exceeded his au- 
thority in abandoning the Fort Sill, 
Oklahoma, school, and moving the 
infantry school to Columbus. | 

Lenroot Attacks Baker. 

Senator Lenroot made a detailed 
recital of the facts in the case and 
renewed his charge that the war de- 
partment had been guilty of a 
breach of faith. The senate military 
committee, Mr. Lenroot said, had 


shown its disapproval of the project 
in such way that the department

“The secretary of war,” continued 
the senator, “had no more moral 
right to take these millions of gov- 
ernment money to purchase this 
land than I would have had the 


right to steal so much money. from 
my neighbor. No one dreamed there 
would be any such violation of 
trust as to use money appropriated 
for war purposes to buy land for a 
peace program to which congress 
never had given approval. 

“Such a Violation in normal times, 
in times of peace, by a public offi- 
cial would have come very close to 
leading to his impeachment.” 

Smith Defends Baker. 


Senator Smith, democrat, of Geor- 
gia, replied that the version given 
by the Wisconsin senator was 
wrong in many respects, and that 
his attack on Secretary Baker was 
“utterly inexcusaDle.” 

Saying he was willing to accept 
any responsibility he had in the 
secretary’s decision to proceed with 
the camp project, the Georgia sen- 
ator declared that when he first 
investigated the matter in January 
all the land owners in the camp 
tract had been given notice to va- 
cate, and most of them already had 
gone elsewhere and purchased 
homes on credit. In these circum- 
stances, he said, he considered that 
“rood faith required the govern- 
ment to go ahead with the transac- 
tion.” 

Senators Smith and Harris and 
Representatiye William C. Wright, 
of the Columbus district, are now 
confident that in the conference 
committee the entire controversy 
will be adjusted and Camp Benning 
project saved.

ral resources of thelr own country 
we shall offer all the resistance we 
command as being both injurious 
and unjust. It will be the special 
duty of our director of trade to ex- 
amine, in co-operation with public 
bodies, how best to make our resist- 
ance effective. 

“The ministers and directors at 
the heads of the other departments 
labor, industries, agriculture, local 
government—will similarly be 
charged with seeking co-operation 
with all interested in their depart- 
ments, The minister for national 
defense is, of course, in close asso- 
ciation with the voluntary military 
forces which are the foundation of 
the national army. 

“It is obvious that the work of 
our government cannot be carried 
on without funds. The minister of 
firance is accordingly preparing a 
prospectus, which will shortly be 
published, for the rssue of a loan of 
one million sterling, £500,000 to be 
offered to the public for immediate 
subscription, £250,000 at home and 
£250,000 abroad.” 

De Valcra Expects No Trouble. 

President De Valera declared that 
he expected no trouble with the 
American government over his ap- 
pearance here, 

“When I came here,” he said, “I 


had all the intention of observing 
the laws of a government of the 


people, by the people and for the 
people,” and added that “an Irish- 
man wilt only refuse to obey the 
laws imposed upon him in his coun- 
try by a foreign power.” 

These statements were made when 
newspaper dispatches quoting 
Washington officials that he would 
have to observe the laws of the 
country in making his appeal for 
the Irish republic -were called to 
his attention.

districts and what we shall do is to 
attempt to increase the stocks so 
that there will be no shortage: this 
winter,” said Mr. Morrow. 

Discussing business in a general 
way, Mr. Morrow stated that an in- 
crease in building permits of 60 
per cent over the same period for 
last year showed a tremendous de- 
mand for houses the country over. 
The total bank clearings for this 
year as compared to last show an 
increase of 15 per cent. Iron pro- 
duction has gone downward until 
it reached the bottom and is now 
coming up again. 

“The increase in business of al] 
kinds will mean a large increase for 
coal. More factories will be in Op- 
eration and there is bound to be & 
wide demand for all kinds of coeal,”’ 
said Mr. Morrow. 


Advise Purchases Now. 

When questioned concerning local 
coal conditions, W. G. Baker, presi- 
dent of the Atlantic Ice and Coal 
Corporation, said that his company 
has advised their customers for 
some time to lay in a supply of coal, 
because of the shortage which micht 
be expected, and because of the 
Probability of a considerable rise in 
prices, 

Many have bought their coal, Mr. 
Baker says, and have it ready in 
their cellars. The corporation is 
storing coal in their yards as fast 
as it is possible for them to get it, 
and are delivering it as orders 
come in, 

W. L. Randall, president of the 
Randall Coal company, stated that 
information from the miners shows 
that the country is now 50,000,000 
tons of coal behind the output a 
year ago. He says that the miners 
have not worked more than three 
days a week, according to advices 
received, since the first of January 
because people have not been buy- 
ing in sufficient quantities, and 
coal cannot be stored at the mines. 

“Coal,” Mr. Randall explained, ‘is 
a product that has to be kept mov- 
ing, and the miners cannot produce 
much faster than the people buy, be- 
cause the expense of taking care of 
the coal is too great. The indus- 
tries had a surplus during war time. 
but they have now used it up, and 
are going to demand a great deal 
more in a short time, leaving the 
market spp’y below normal. 

“There is plenty of coal in At- 
lanta now, but there will not be 
when the rush comes. A mafiorityv 
of the homes here are in the hands 
of the real estate dealers and the 
tenants. buvers of ten or fifteen 
tons of coal, have not bought be- 
eause they do not know whether 
they are going to remain where 
they are or not.

Man Accused of Crack- 
ing Banks and Stealing 
Liberty Bonds Is Con- 
fined in Tower With Al- 
leged Accomplice. 


Charged with cracking the safe 
at the bank at Ball Ground and se- 
curing several thousand dollars’ 
worth of cash, Liberty Bonds’ and 
other government securties, J. C.:

Moore and 
Hulsey were arrested in Atlanta a 
short time ago, while Moore’s wife 
was arrested by the authorities in 
Columbus, Ga., several days later, 
on the charge of attempting to dis- 
pose of some of the alleged stolen 
bonds at-a very low price. 

Detectives O. R. Jones and C. M. 

Hamby, who investigated the case 
in Atlanta, assert that when they 
searched LTiulsey’s room in a local 
hotel, they found a complete bur- 
glar’s outfit. including a large 
quant.ty of explosives. The <At- 
lanta officers were present at the 
trial and. said -the cashier of the 
bank at Ball Ground identified his 
handwriting on small pieces of pa- 
per in which was wrapped some of 
the cash. 
The money wrappers were found 
in Atlanta at the home of Silas 
Bates, on Marietta street, where 
Moore was said to have rented 
rooms. The local/‘police allege that 
Moore’s real name is Nolan, and 
that he was tried and acquitted 
several years ago on the charge of 
attempting to rob a train at Vin- 
ings, Ga. Moore, however, denies 
the charge. Hulsey is said to have 
confessed. 

Itisalso alleged that Moore, Hul- 
sey and several other persons, 
whose identity. they will not dis- 
close, wereresponsible for the re- 
cent robbery of a bank at Carnes- 
ville, Ga., in Floyd county. Accord- 
ing to Officer Hamby, an accom- 
plice, giving the name of Dare 
Thompson, was recently arrested in 
St. Louis, Mo., when he tried to dis- 
pose of some Liberty Bonds which 
were stolen from the Ball Ground 
bank.

American and German songs. One 
young fellow started “Over There,” 
but before he had completed the 
first two lines he was halted by 
evident criticisms uttered in Ger- 
man. All of the men were dressed 
in civilian clothes,, purchased from 
the quartermaster and other sources 
by careful hording of their small 
pay. 

After being checked out of the 
prison, the men marched to the of- 
fice of the commanding officer and 
drew their pay. Enlisted men who 
served as day laborers were paid 
at the rate of twenty-five cents per 
day and those who have worked as 
trained labor were paid thirty-five 
cents per day. In keeping with an 
agreement between the United 
States government and Germany In 
regard to the pay of officers held 
as prisoners, officers above the grade 
of. lieutenant were paid $95.25 per 
month and others $83.25 per month. 
In true sailor style, one of the pris- 
oners walked from the office of the 
paymaster waving a handful of 
bills. “Boy, oh boy, one wild night, 
then back to the ship!” he yelled. 


Dr. Withelm Sohler, of the Eitel 
Frederick, Dr. Hans Gruetschow, ‘of 
the Geier, and Dr. Otto Koehel, of 
the Cormoran, were tLe medical of- 
ficers leaving. Their rank corre- 
sponds to that of second lieutenant 
in the American army.

“but it is home.”

McPherson and their train left At- 
lanta at 7 o'clock Tuesday evening. 
A detail of ten guards under Cap- 
tain Jonn Fuller accompanied them.

own borders. 
Fight Already Under Way. 

Late dispatches would seem to in- 
dicate that fight already is under 
way. The burning of French flags 
in Berlin, the declarations of loyal- 
ty to the former Kaiser by officers 
of the army, the meeting of protest 
against the proposed handing over 
of officers like Von Hindenburg and 
Ludendorff for trial by the allies, 
the movement started for a military 
dictatorship, all are events. the 
significance of which cannot be 
doubted. 

Under all the circumstances, it Is 
small wonder that after 24 hours of 
reflection, the news that Germany 
would accept “unconditionally” the 
allied and associated peace terms, 
has left Washington strangely 
cold. Guns boomed in Paris, but 
there was no- smell of gunpowder 
in Washington. London rejoiced 
with a number of demonstrations; 
Washington failed to see that the 
empty act of signing has relieved 
the situation to any great extent. 
The outlook, in fact, is anything 
but reassuring. 

Clemenceau’s Warning. 


It was a happy day for France, 
beyond all question, to know that 


German representatives must come 
again to Versailles and sign a 


brings ignominy to\he fatherland. 
It issmall wonder Premier Clemen- 
ceau exclaimed: “We have waited 
forty-nine years for this moment,” 
when he opened the dispatch which 
said that the enemy would sign. 

But Washington attaches greater 
import to his warning: “Be care- 
ful; Keep your powder dry. The 
world still is sitting on a barrel of 
powder.” Germany, officially, ad- 
mits she was responsible for the 
war, but she does it with her fin- 
gers crossed and her tongue in her 
cheek. She does not mean what 
she says. The allied and associated 
governments can take but little real 
comfort from the German note of 
acceptance. It is as clear a notice 
as the Germans dared give that they 
would not comply with the terms 
of the treaty. Germany had been 
warned that if she did not sign, the 
allied and associated armies would 
advance, taking punitive measures 
as they marched. To stop this 
march, the Gerrmrans signed: It was 
the easier course for them, but not 
a single* Washington official with 
whom I talked today felt there was 
any chance that Germany would live 
up to the treaty. 

Allies “Miust Use Pressure. 

It is felt here the allies will have 
to bring overwhelming. pressure to 
bear at every stage of the treaty 
enforcement. Furthermore, there 
is no doubt that the ministry which 
signs the treaty will be extremely 


istry, or ministries, will do, re- 
mains a riddle which only time can 
solve. Once Germany gets. the 


habit of changing cabinets, there i> 
no telling where the farce will end. 


Under such a kaleidoscopic condi- . 


tion, however, it will be an easy 
matter for Germany to say she has 
no means of compelling compliance 
with the allied treaty, and therefore 
it will be up to the allies and the 
United States to set up the ma- 
chinery for forcing the terms upon 
whatever government may be in 
power. Only the blindest optimists 
appear satisfied with the prospect.

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PLAN DISOUSSE 


L. N. Huff Warns People 
of Atlanta That Macon 
Is in Earnest, Has Real 
Support, and That At- 
lanta Must Get Busy. 


Warning the people of Atlanta 
that Macon is in earnest in her plan 
to remove the state capitol from this 
city, and stating that the backers 
of the proposal have been promised 
the support of many legislators, L. 
N. Huff, prominent optician, and 
one-time candidate for mayor, urges 
the péople of this city to get busy 
and block the movement before it is 
too late. 

Mr. Huff estates tt the only rea- 
son that the people of Macon can ad- 
vance is that the Central City is 
more nearly centrally located geo- 
graphically than Atlanta. On the 
other hand this city, he says, is com- 
mercially, financially and politically 
the real center of Georgia. 

He states that the real danger fn 
the movement is that Atlanta has 
failed to take the Macon proposi- 
tion seriously, and that all that is 
needed is for the facts to be pre- 
sented to the legislature.

TO PROTECT AUTOS 


Plans Are Made by Which 


| Market for Stolen Cars 


Will be Destroyed—Of- 
ficers Will Be Named 
Today. 


The Georgia Sheriffs’ association 
opened its annual meeting at the 
Kimball house Tuesday morning at 
10 o’clock. This is the third meet- 
ing of the orgaanization since its 
organization in 1916. The conven- 
tion officially opened after Clifford 
Walker, atterney general of Georgia, 
made a short address. 

The speech of welcome was made 
by Homer Watkins, of Atlanta, and 
State Senator A. S. Anderson, of Mil- 
len, responded. Mr. Watkins, in his 
speech to the officers, said the coun- 
ty sheriffs of Georgia were the poor- 
est paid and the most important of- 
ficers in the public service. 

In his response to his address, 
Senator Anderson paid great tribute 
to the sheriffs, and agreed with Mr. 
Watkins that they were underpaid. 

Will Protect Auto Owners. 

The first business coming before 
the meeting was the bill to be of- 
fered for consideration in the state 
legislature. This bill was preparea 
by Sheriff J. I. Lowry, of Fulton 
county. It calis for a bill of sale 
for every auto purchased in Geor- 
gia, registration in the sheriff's of- 
fice to be made by purchaser and 
agent at the time of purchase. 

Following the reading of the pro- 
visions of this bill to the sheriffs, 
Deputy Sheriff Gerdon Hardy, of 
Fulton, called upon Sheriff Lowry 
to explain whether or not this bil] 
would benefit the sheriff’s office 
more than the public. Sheriff Low- 
ry referred the matter to John M. 
Harrison, who was present. 

Mr. Harrison is manager of the 
Underwriters’ Detective Agency, his 
territory covering the southeast sec- 
tion of the United States. He stated 
emphatically that the benefit the 
public would obtain from the bill 
would be greater. Mr. Harrison 
Stated “more than 3,000 automobiles 
have been stolen in Georgia during 
the past five vears, and there are 
more than 1,000 Fords, ‘absent 
without leave’ in the state today. 
People buy automobiles like they 
buy eggs, seldom thinking: of in- 
quiring into the title of the machine, 
much less looking up the record 
of the seller. You sheriffs are really 
the men who catch the bandits and 
you need legislation like Sheriff 
Lowry’s bill. The legislature made 
it a felony last year to be in pos- 
session of a car whose number had 
been changed or mutilated, and the 
first conviction under that law was 
secured six weeks ago. My business 
is to assist police and county offi- 
ciuls by furnishing and keeping rec- 
ords of stolen cars and with the 
proper kind of Jaws we can work go 
effectively that the market for 
stolen cars will be destroyed.”

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VOCATIONAL CENTER 


Dispatches from Washington 
Tuesday announced that Camp Gor- 
don will be used as a vocational 
training center by the war depart- 
ment, and more than 25,000 men 
will be sent here to receive training 
in mechanical and agricultural arts. 

This is provided for in the army 
appropriations bill, now pending in 
congress. Under the provisions of 
the bill, Camp Gordon becomes one 
of the centers, sharing in the ap- 
propriation of $5,000,000 to be used 
in training disabled soldiers. Sol- 
diers of the regular army were pro- 
vided for in a bill passed in 1916 
known as the national defense act.

“The business and financial out- 
look for Atlanta and the southeast 
is a brilliant one,” stated Robert F.

He claimed that the in- 
crease of exports from the United 
States had increased at a tremen- 
dous rate: that prior to the war only 
500 million dollars worth of goods 
had been exported from the country, 
but that at the end of the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1919, seven 
billion had been exported. And 
while we'could not expect to ship as 
much as we had during the war, we 
could expect an enormous increase 
over any period preceding the war. 

He also asserted that the capital

How the city manager plan works 
in Dayton, Ohio, was  describ:d 
Tuesday at a luncheon and meeting 
of the Young Men’s Civic league 
and invited guests at t' e chamber of 
commerce by A. Toulmin, of 
Dayton, lawyer, expert on munici- 
pal afairs and author of “The City 
Manager.” He was introduced by 
Robert B. Troutman, president of 
the league. 

At the outset of his address Mr. 
Toulmin made it plain that he would 
not deal with the question of wheth- 
er the city manager plan would be 
good for Atlanta or not, but stated 
that his only purpose in speaking 
was to draw a picture before those 
Present of Dayton prior to and since 
she has been under the government 
of a city manager. 

In 1913 Mr. Toulmin declared that 
Dayton was under the domination 
of politicians, had become bankrupt 
and owed more than $360,000. This, 
he said, did not deter the city coun- 
cil from raising salaries aggregat- 
ing $27,000, and public spirited citi- 
zens finally took it upon themselves 
to pay the policemen and firemen. 

Matters of city administration, al- 
ready acute, came to a crisis with 
the Dayton flood, he told the mem- 
bers, and a move to “take over” 
the government rapidly crystallized. 
Several leading members of the 
chambér of commerce ciscussed the 
city manager plan; organized a 
committee of 200: drafted a charter 
amendment, secured an election for 
commissioners and the insugura- 
tion of the new system, until then 
unknown in the large cities. They 
engaged ‘a city manager paying him 
$12,500 a year. 

“This plan has met with startling 
success, despite the fact that two 
factions bitterly opposed it; has 
now paid off the debt inherited by 
mal-administration and has put the 
city on its feet again,” he declared, 
and added that under the new form 
fire insurance rates have been ma- 
terially reduced in the city owins to 
a complete motorization of the fire 
department. The mal-administra- 
tion he charged as not due to cor- 
ruption but to inefficiency.

New York, June 24.—Today’s market was more active than yes- 
terday, with a considerable volume of prots-taking, which carried 
prices down from 1% to 5% points or more. The selling came in sev- 
eral waves affecting industrial stocks more than railway shares. 

As soon as the profit-taking now under way runs its course, Wall 
street is looking forward to a traders’ market. 

In a traders’ market prices go up easily and fall back again with- 
out much selling. One interesting news development of the day was 
the announcement that 18 cents a pound was being quoted for spot 
copper and 18% cents for nearby delivery. This compares with 14% 
cents, the low price touched after the armistice was signed. 

Increased demand on the part of the buyers and reduced output, 
owing to labor troubles, were given today as the explanation for the 
further increased price of copper. , 

Anacorda declared a quarterly dividend of $1 today. That is the 
same as three months ago. Only a very few weeks ago the copper 
companies holding dividend meetings were reducing or passing pay- 
/ments. % 


Committee Announced. 

Announcement was made today that the’ committee of bankers 
formed to work out plans for floating a large equipment trust to pay 
for the cars and locomotives purchased by the railroad administration 
and distributed among the different companies had been completed. 
Jerome J. Hanauer, junior partner of Kuhn, Loeb & Co., is chairman 
of this committee, which will make a report to the association of rail- 
way executives, of which T. DeWitt Cuyler is chairman. 
officials approve the plan it will be submitted immediately to the rail- 
road administration. 

Usually the railroads in purchasing equipment on the insallment 
plan make a cash payment and then give serial notes.

Atchison Strong. 

Atchison was one of the strongest stocks in the railroad group 
during the early trading today, but even this stock reacted with the 
rest of the market. Aside from Reading and Southern Pacific, Atckison 
is selling on a lower income return basis than any of the other high 
issues. At present prices it yields about 6 per cent, as compared with 
more than 6 to about 8 per cent for other issues. 

The cause for the strength in Atchison will be found in the state- 
ment of earnings. It is one ofa few roads earning more than the gov- 
ernment guarantee. The guarantee under government control amounts 
to 12.56 per cent, while the road in 1918 earned about 13 per cent. In 
1917 the road earned 14.51 per cent, and in 1916 12.80 per cent. At 
present the company pays 6 per cent, which rate has prevailed since 1910.

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Railroads Make 
Excellent Record 
During Past Month 


New high records for on-time 
passenger train service in the 


southern region were set in May 
by the railroads unger government 
control. Reports made public today 
by the United States railroad ad- 
ministration show that of nearly 
fifty thousand trains operated dur- 
ing the month by the twenty-eight 
railroads, 95.3 per cent maintained 
their schedules. This topped the 
April record of 94.3, which was be- 
lieved to represent a hitherto un- 
equaled performance. 

Such service was made possible 
by enthusiastic individual effort 
and team work among the railroad 
men, stimulated by competition 
among the different roads. for 
months Special attention has been 
given to the passenger train per- 
formance, with the purpose of mak- 
ing it generally as nearly 100 per 
cent perfect as possible. Through 
the regional director’s office, each 
line has kept informed of what the 
others were doing, and a spirited 
race for supremacy has resulted. 

For seventeen larger roads, op- 
erating 47,403 trains, the May on- 
time record was 95.4 per cent, com- 
pared with 94.6 in April. The eleven 
Smaller roads maintained an aver- 
age of 95.3, compared with 94.3 in 
April. Only one of the larger lines 
fell below 91 per cent. One of the 
smaller group, the Macon, Dublin 
and Savannah, accomplished the ex- 
traordinary feat of sending everv 
one of its 124 trains through on 
schedule. 
~ The Central of Georgia railroad 
led all the rest in Group A, which 
comprised the larger lines in the 
southern region. This railroad op- 
erated, during month of May, 2.912 
trains; 2,837, or 97.4 per cent. ar- 
rived final terminal on time; 2,858, 
or 98.1 per cent, maintained sched- 
ule or made up time.

In order to bring about as early 
as possible the re-organization. of 
the national Zuard in Georgia, Ad- 
jutant General J. Van Holt Nash 
has directed-a letter to al] former 
officers of the guard and others in- 
terested, as well as to members of 
the senate and house in congress 
from. Georgia, urging their support 
for thé amendments to the national 
guard @éct embodied in the resoli- 
tions adopted by the Nat’ fal Guard 
association of the United St_tes 
held at St. Louis, May 5-8, 1919, 

According to Genéral Nash it is 
exceedingly important that a na- 
tional guard be organizéd in Geor- 
gia at as early date as possible for 
the protection of the people of the 
state, but, he says, it will be utterly 
impossible to re-organize the guard 
undér the present federal law. The 
law would require 11,200 »**sted 
officers and men, whilé General 
Nash says that it would bé impds- 
Bible to get the legislature to ap- 


propriate the necessary funds for’ 


s0 large a foree. Hé thinks that 
approximately 3,000 officers and 
men would give the state a force 
adequate for its protection and that 
a force of such size might receive 
the support of the legislature. 

The amendment proposed to the 
national guard act would provide 
that each state should maintain 200 
national guardsmen to each sénator 
and representative and not 800. The 
amendments provide for an enlist- 
ment of three years with the privi- 
lege of re-enlisting for one yéar 
and also for pay from the federal 
treasury for national guard officers 
and mén.

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UF WIVES OF SOLDIERS 


Mt. Clemens, Mich., June 24.—Two 
more newspaper men were witnesses 
today for The Chicago Daily Trib- 
une which is being sued for alleged 
libel by Henry Ford. 

The witnesses were Wiliam Col- 
nan, a reporter for The Detroit Jour- 
nal in 1916, and Dunnewind, assist- 
ant managing editor of The Detroit 
Free Press, who, in 1916, when The 


‘Tribune printed its editorial headed: 


“Ford Is An Anarchist” was a re- 
porter for that paper. The other 
witnesses were Professor J. 39. 
Reeves, head of the political science 
department of the University of 
Michigan and Mrs. Minnie Hartwell 
and Mrs. Ernest Prall, whose hus- 
bands, employees of Ford in 1916, 
went to Texas when the national] 
guard was called out. eh 

Dunnewind testified that in the 
week of June 18, 1916, he telephoned 
F. L. Klingensmith, general man- 
ager of the Ford Motor company 
and asked him if the company 
would pay employees who went to 
Texas. 

“I don’t see why we should pay 
them; they are working for the Zov- 
ernment, arn't they?” witness quoted 
Mr. Klingensmith as replying. 

Colnan testified that he asked Mr. 
Ford personally if his company 
would pay the differences between 
the pay received by his men while 
they were in the army and what 
they received in the factory. He 
Said that the manufacturer did not 
reply. 

Woman’s Pathetic Story. 

An investigator for the Detroit 
patriotic fund testified last week 
that she found Mrs. Prall and her 
two children suffering from malnu- 
trition and in dire poverty when she 
called at the Prall home. 

Mrs. Prall, who broke into tears 
during her recital, confirmed the 
investigator. Her husband left her 
almost penniless with a third child 
on the way. 

“I went to the Ford offices to ask 
what they were going to do for the 
wives of soldiers,” she testified. “I 
went first to the second floor, 
where there were a lot of men 
working and they seemed to know 
nothing about it. One of them di- 
rected me back to the first floor 
to an old man. I found him and he 
Said he didn’t know. I was carry- 
ing my baby in my arms at the 
time and didn’t even have car 
fare.”’ 

Witness said she subsisted herself 
and children for a time on small 
gifts from friends and neighbors. 
Later the Detroit patriotic fund 
came to her aid and the Associated 
Charities sent her to a heaith resort 
with her children for two weeks. 

Mrs. Hartwell’s story was less 
pathetic. For a month she and her 
child were supported by the patri- 


| otic fund, and on July 26 the Ford 


company began sending her $15 a 
week. In all the company gave her 
$120 before her husband returned. 
He is still employed by the com- 
pany, she said. | 
Ford and Anarchists. 

Professor Reeves was cross-ex- 
amined by Attorney Alfred Lucking, 
As the professor had previously 
testified that many of Mr. Ford’s 
utternces agreed in sentiment with 
those of many well-recognized an- 
archists, the cross-examination was 
along this line. He was bombarded 
with quotations from St. Paul, the 
apostle, and Emma Goldman, and 
asked if they, too, were anarchis- 
tic. Witness declined to convict 
the -apostle. He said that many 
good persons had some anarchistic 
opinions, but were not therefore 
an archists. He laid much stress on 
the fact that Mr. Ford’s utterances 
were made in 1915 and 1916, and 
opposed the upbuilding of a mili- 
tary force in this country. With- 
out force, he said, it was well rec- 
ognized that no government could 
enforce its decrees. ,

NAVY DEMOBILIZATION 
PROCEEDS RAPIDLY 


Washington, June 24.—Demobi- 
lization of the navy is proceeding 
rapidly and satisfactorily, Secretary 
Daniels announced today, with the 
result that the total strength will 
have been reduced.to 250,000 men 
by the end of this week. More 
than 500 men aw day are being re- 
leased, the secretary said, most of 
them being taken from the shore 
establishment. 

Since the signing of the armis- 
tice more than 265,000 men have 
been discharged from the navy or 
released to inactive duty in the re- 
serve forces. Between July 1 and 
Xetober 1, 50,000 additional men 
will be released in order to meet 
the reduction fixed in the new navy 
bill. 

Mr. Daniels said that after peace 
was signed there would be some 
reduction in American naval forces 
in European waters, but that many 
of the ships now on duty abroad 
would be stationed there for some 
time. A large force of mine sweep- 
ers is now engaged tn destroying 
the North sea mine barrage. Mr. 
Daniels said that this force would 
remain on duty until all of the 
mines have been exploded. He 
said tha tthe work may take almost 
a year and added tha tthe task was 
“the most dangerous and arduous 
duty now being performed by the 
naval forces of any nation.”

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BUREAU FIXES RULES 


By James A, Heollomon. 

(By The Constitution’s Leased Wire.) 
Washington, June 24.—-Regula- 
tions governing the collection of 
the tax on admissions to places of 
amusement have been issued by the 
bureau of internal revenue. The 
tax is 1 cent for each 10 cents or 
fraction thereof of the amount paid. 
Persons admitted free, except sol- 
diers and sailors in uniform, bona 
fide employees, municipal officers 


on municipal business, and children 
under 12 years of age, are subject 
to the tax. The rate is 1 cent for 
each 10 cents or fraction thereof of 
the amount paid by other persons 
for “the same or additional accom- 
modations.” 

It is decided in the regulations 
that newspaper critics who review 
a theatrical performance or moving 
picture are not subject to the tax. 
They are included in the list of 
“bona fide employees.” The regu- 
lations say: ‘In the case of a the- 
ator the following, among others, 
are ‘bona fide employees: In class 
1, the advance agent of an attraction 
then showing or soon to show, the 
house physician; the regularly em- 
ployed attorney for the theater: in 
cless 2, actors and actresses then 
playing at the theater, members of 
the orchestra and organist, a mov- 
ing machine opérator, the ushers; in 
class 3, a physician called in to at- 
tend a spectator taken suddenly ill, 
a theatrical critic of a newspaper 
attending to view and review the 
play, young women selling souvenir 
programs at a benefit, a four-min- 
ute man attending to speak.” 

The boy who returns a ball batted 
over a fence, admitted free to a 
baseball park, need pay no tax. He 
is classed as a bonda fide employee. 
Others in this class are the officers 
“and directors of the club corpora- 
tion, members of the home team and 
substitutes, ticket sellers, newspaper 
reporters and telegraphers who 
“cover” the game; boys selling pea- 
nuts and “pop,” boys selling news- 
papers, the manager, players and 
substitutes of the visiting team and 
members of the band employed by 
the club for the opening games. 


Ruling on Place. 


In the case of a track meet, the 
starter, judges and other officers are 
‘bona fide’ employees, within the 
meaning of the act. The tax is on 
the amount paid for admissions to 
any place. 

“Place,” the regulations state, is 
a word of very broad meaning, and 
is not defined or otherwise limited 
by the revenue act of 1918, but the 
basic idea it conveys is that of a 
definite location. ; 

The following are defined as 
‘places’ within the meaning of the

“An out-door amusement park, and 
such attractions therein as a scenic 
railway, merry-go-round, aroller 
coaster, a ferris wheel, a toboggan 
slide, a bump-the-bumps, & whip, a 
dip-the-dip, a speed-o-plane, a hilar- 
itv hall and a dance hall.”

Reservations Included. 

As an example, the regulations 
state that where $10 is paid to a 
hotel to reserve a table for cele- 
brating New Year's eve, the amount 
is ‘‘paid for admission” within the 
meaning of the act. Where 75 cents 
is paid for general admission to a 
circus and 50 cents for a reserved 
seat the tax is in total. In the case 
of cabarets where the price of ad- 
mission is included in whole or in 
part in the price of refreshments or 
service, the tax is 1% cents for 
each 10 cents or fraction thereof of 
20 per cent of the bill. 

A similar tax is imposed where 
the admission fee to the cabaret is 
considered inadequate with the en- 
tertainment offered. Following 18 
the example offered in the regula- 
tions: 

“A certain man goes to a cabar- 
et where there is a general ad- 
mission charge of 25 cents. he 
entertainment provided is very elab- 
orate and this is reflected in the 
price of the food. His bjll for 
food comes to $12.87. In this case 
there is an admission tax of 3 cents 
on the 25 cents paid for admission. 
But as this amount is entirely in- 
adequate, there is also a tax of 48 
cents (twenty-five times 1 1-8 
cents) based on the amout paid 
for the food. 

The amount paid for a seat in 
a window to view the parade is 
subject to the tax. .This, the regue- 
lations state, would clearly be a 
rental were it not that the act ex- 
pressly provides that the “use of 
seats and tables reserved or o#her- 
wise, and other similar accommo- 
dation” is included in the meaning 
of admissions. “If the whole room 
were rented,” the regulations add, 
“it is clear that the amount paid for 
it woul dnot be ‘paid for admis- 
sion.’ ” 

The Established Price. 


The act imposes a tax of 50 per 
cent on the price of admissions to 
places of amusements in excess of 
the 
In the case of a theater the price 
decided upon by the management 
before ang of the seats are put on 
sale is the established price. If, 
however, the management stages a 
performance which is to run three 
weeks, sélis seats in advance, and, 
after the second week, decides to 
increase the price of the orchestra 
Chairs for the remaining week $2 
to $2.25 there is a tax of 12 1-2 
cents due from the theater for each 
ticket sold for $2.25. This tax 
must be paid by the person selling 
the ticket and is distinct from and 
in addition to the tax on the estab- 
lished price of admission—in this 
instance 20 cents—which must be 
paid by the purchaser of the tick- 


et. 

The act imposes on tickets sold 
at excess prices by brokers or at 
news stands, hotels and places other 
than the ticket office (except those 
under the management of the place 
of amusement) a tax of 5 per cent 
of the excess, if such excess does 
not exceed 60 cents. If the excess 
is more than 50 cents, the

such excess, This tax must be paid 
by the person selling such tickets, 
and is in addition to the tax on the 
established price. Monthly returns 
and payment of admission taxes are 
required. Returns and payments 
must be in the hands of collectors of 
internal revenue on or before the 
last day of the month following 
that for which the return is made. 
Heavy penalties for failure or will- 
ful refusal to make returns and pay 
= tax on time are provided by the 
act, 

The regualtions require that the 
established price of the ticket. the 
amount of tax to be paid and the 
total, shall appear on the ticket. 
Whenever such ticket is sold at a 
other than its established 
price, then, in addition, on the back 
of such ticket, the actual sale price. 
the admission tax, and the total of 
such price and tax shall appear. 
Whenever an admission ticket is 
sold at a place other than the ticket 
office of the theater there shall ap- 
pear in addition the na and ad- 
dress of the seller. Failure to com- 
ply with this provision is punieh- 


_able by a fine of not more than

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70 END WIRE CONTROL 


Washington, June 24.—Agreement 
was reached late today by senate 
and house conferees on legislation 
to repeal government control of 
telegraph, telephone and other wire 
systems. The conference adopted the 
house plan of terminating govern- 


ment control at midnight on the last 
day of the calendar month in which 
the law is approved. 

Toll and local exchange telephone 
rates would be continued four 
months unless sooner changed by 
state commissions, under the con- 
ference agreement—a compromise 
between the ninety days rate exten- 
sion clause of the senate bill and 
the six months continuance proposed 
by the house. 

The practical effect of the legis- 
lation, th@® conferees stated, will be 
that all of the wires will be returned 
to private control and operation at 
midnight July 31, as it is expected 
confidently that the law will be 
waned by the President early in 

uly. 

The senate conferees yielded on 
the senate plan of returning the 
wire lines “forthwith.” They stated 
that enactment of the legislation 
this month was practically impos- 
sible and the house plan was ac- 
cepted to avoid confusion in ac- 
counting should the wires be turned 
back in the middle of a month. 

Action on the conference report 
will be had first in the house and 
prompt ratification of the confer- 
ence agreement is anticipated in 
both bodies of congress, the time 
for ending government control and 
the telephone rate extension ques- 
et being the only subjects in dis- 
pute. 


GOING TO DEATH CHAIR 
FOR DOUBLE MURDER 


New York, June 24,—Gordon 
Fawcett Hamby, alias Jay B. Allen, 
confessed slayer of two employees 
of the East Brooklyn Savings bank 
in a hold-up last December, was 
convicted of murder in the first de- 
gree this afternoon by a jury in 
the Brooklyn supreme court, fol- 
lowing a trial lasting but two days. 

Death by electrocution is the ar- 
bitrary penalty for first-degree 
murder in New York state. 

The jury was out less than one 
hour. Immediately after the ver- 
dict, Hamby, who is wanted in 
connection with bank robberies in 
Omaha, Chicago, St. Paul, Los 
rig to and Oklahoma, according 
to strict Attorney Lewis, was re- 
manded to jail for sentence next 
Thursday. 

Extraordinary precautions have 
been taken by the jail officials to 
prevent the convicted man from 
escaping. On several occasions he 
has openly declared he had rather 
be shot by his guards while escap- 
ing than suffer the disgrace of be- 
ing electrocuted. 

Hamby during the trial offered 
no defense in his own behalf. He 
even went so far as to request his 
lawyer not to -cross-examine wit- 
nesses, object to questions or make 
any summing-up speech, and his 
wishes were obeyed.
